Property of Notorious Hamburg 
Lottery Taken from Cabin 
of German Liner, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—The largest 


seizure of forelgn léttery tickets ever 


made in this country was made Tues- 
Gay night in Hoboken. The cabin 
Steward of the big Kaiserin Augusta 


Victoria was caught with $250,000 worth 
of the tickets of the notorious Ham- |! 
burg Lottery. They were about to be 
delivered to a man who was to scatter 
them throughout the country. 

News of the seizure did not get out 
until Wednesday afternoon, so qulet!y 
was it made, and it now appears that 
it was but one move of many planned | 
by the Government to check what has 
become widespread operating of the 
Jottery in this country. The sales of 
these tickets have been enormous re- 
cently and Government officials believe 
that other shipments are on their way 
here. Every German steamer will be 
watched and more confiscations are ex- 
pected. 

In a measure the seizure on the Ham- 
burg-Ainerican liner was accidental, 
although. Customs Inspectors Driscoll 
and O'Mara were on the lookout for 
suspicious looking packages. The boat 
was docked early ‘Tuesday: morning at 
Pier No. 3, in Hoboken. At 9 p. m. 
Driscoll and O'Hara strolled to the 
end of the pier. At the end of the first 
cabin gangplank they saw Matthew M. 
Coneys, superintendent of night inspec- 
tors, who is deputy surveyor in charge, 
and went over to speak to him. After 
chatting a few minutes Driscoil turned 
to go and stumbled over a, package. 

Just then the first cabin steward, Wil- 
liam Marck, came down the gang rplank 
and picked up the bundle. It was tight- 
ly wrapped, about eighteen inches long 
and six inches deep, and as Driscoll 
‘remarked, it did not look like laundry 
ora job for a tailor. He asked Marck 
what it contained, and as the latter 
could not give a satisfactory answer 
Driscoll and O'Hara opened it. They 
found it was the prize they were after. 
The tickets, made out in German, 
ranged in price from $1 to $6. Marck 


- confessed that he had seven more pac k- 


ages under his berth aboard ship and 
he told the inspectors who the man 
was to deliver them to. All the tickets 
were taken to the seizure room in the 
public stores, and Marck was released 
on parole. 

The inspectors ‘placed a close watch 
Over the man whom Marck named as 
the prospective receiver in the hope of 
detecting him in the act of accepting 
another .consignment. The Ryndam ot 
the Holland-American line arrived from 
Rotterdam yesterday and all of the 
passengers aboard her, as well as the 
crew, were closely scrutinized, as were 
all the baggage and packages taken 
ashore last night. The next German 
steamer to arrive wilf be the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Il of the North German Lloyd 
Tine, and an even closer inspection 
will be made aboard her as she sailed 
from Bremen. She is due on Tuesday.
